The next total eclipse visible in 
the United States, under circum ­ 
stances anywhere n ear as favorable 
ns those of yesterday, will not oc­ 
cur until the ypar 1963, 31 long years 
from 
now. 
C ertain 
astronom ers 
state the next com parable eclipse in 
this country will not occur until 2017. 
a m atter of 85 years from now. 
Drama in Eclipse Observations. 
There was dram a in eclipse ob­ 
servations as they were conducted 
here back of the Frveburg academ y 
by the expeditions of the Lick ob­ 
servatory, University of C alifornia 
and the observatory of the U niver­ 
sity of M ichigan. 
For over 80 of the 107 m inutes of 
the beginning of the eclipse to the 
beginning of the period of totality, 
the sun blazed freely, dim inishingly 
in portions of the sky not quite clear 
of clouds.

the period of totality the now nearly 
a- n-away sun had shaken itself 
tree of all cloud drifts. 
M em bers of the Lick and M ichi­ 
gan fxpeditions, however, had noted 
the direction and rate of speed of 
the cloud drifts. 
To the left of the 
waning sun cumulous clouds piled 
up into m enacing “thunderheads" 
and settled, rath er th an drifted, to ­ 
ward the open sky occupied by the 
sun and the moon in their fam ous 
conjunction. 
“As we knew, from rapid calcula­ 
tions," said Dr. J. H. Moore, head 
of the Lick expedition,” we only had 
a 99 to 1 chance for perfect visi­ 
bility. 
Heartbreaking Condition. 
“It was heartbreaking to sit there 
at our posts and watch totality and 
the clouds converge. There is h ard ­ 
ly another em otional experience like 
th at. 
For weeks we had labored 
For m onths we had planned. 
And 
now vapors, risen from the earth to 
condense a t chance points as clouds, 
were drifting also by chance into our 
observational field. 
“We thought for a tim e th at the 
sun would be piled upon and sm oth­ 
ered out of sight, but fortunately 
we were spared th a t terrible blow. 
“Yet we got a scare and a partial 
frustration which makes us com­ 
pletely sorry at the failure of other 
expeditions along the path." 
Dr. Moore and Professor Heber D. 
Curtis, head of the M ichigan expe­ 
dition, said they expected their pho­ 
tographic plates to show “about 50 
per cent of the detail th a t would 
have been visible without a cloudy 
sky.”
